sup p ly of Mex icans in the sugar beet, 
fields. 
The result is that contracts 
for thinning beets can 
he 
secured 
for $4 an acre. 
A short time ago the 
Mex icans were asking and 
getting 
contracts at $4.7 5 an acre, 
but the 
sup p ly of labor is greater than the 
demand, with farmers 
reap ing the 
benefit by seventy -five cents an acre. 
Any one going out in the sugar beet 
country recently has seen Mex icans 
in gangs of three and four or more 
wandering along the roads. They an? 
looking for work. 
As y et. the thinning of tlie beets is 
only well under way . 
In some fields 
the p lanting is just now begun. Some 
of the ranchers have rep lanted. This 
is p articularly true in the Lobo and 
Clearwater districts in Los Angeles 
county , where the 
wind 
interfered 
with a good stand. 
It is estimated that the acreage in 
Orange county is increased over what 
it was last y ear. Orange county ’s five 
sugar factories will cut the p roduct 
from about 32,000 acres 
It is too early to estimate tho y ield. 
If it remains dry , the y ield is going 
to be light on the dry lands. 
Fields 
1 that lie in tho damp lands or are ir­ 
rigated will have no difficulty in mak­ 
ing a good crop . 
So far the weather 
lias not been the most favorable. The 
nights have been cold, and the land 
would hardly warm up 
during the 
day . 
The result has been that the 
beets have been slow coming up and 
getting to the p oint where the tliin- 
ners could go to work. 
The last two 
or three day s have been more p leas­ 
ing to tho sugar beet men. 
Warmth 
p ut into the ground in the day time 
is sufficient to keep the beets warm 
for the night, thus aiding their devel­ 
op ment. 
in this county p ractically all of the 
thinning is done by Mex icans. 
This 
y ear there seems to have been an in­ 
crease in the Mex ican 
p op ulation. 
Just how many have come 
in from 
Mex ico would be hard to estimate, 
but Hie beet men believe that the 
number would be 
surp rising 
if it 
were p ossible to make an accurate 
estimate. 
The op eration of thinning 
begins 
when the sugar beet p lant has from 
four to six leaves up on it. 
The work 
must lie done crawling on tho knees. 
A short handled hoe is used in rut­ 
ting out a sp ace. 
Plants will he left 
to mature from six to 
ten 
inches 
ap art, dep ending up on tlie fertility of 
the land.

term ined to keep my mind free of 
prejudice, b ut 1 must say in fran k ­ 
ness that my 
atfitude 
unavoidab ly 
was that of a skeptic. 
Now, afte r 
three weeks of alm ost daily contact 
with Dr. Friedm ann and attendance 
a t every clinic conducted b y him in 
New York during that 
period, 
and 
afte r many interview s with sub jects 
treated b y h.m, I am m aking the fol­ 
lowing report to the Seattle people 
interested in my investigation: 
I 
believe that 
Dr. 
Friedm ann 
has 
taken the longest stride that yet has 
been made in the direction of a cer­ 
tain cure for tuberculosis. 
I believe 
that he has a cure for m any form s of 
tuberculosis that heretofore have not 
been am enable 
to treatm ent. 
I 
be­ 
lieve his culture w ill prove especial­ 
ly efficacious in cases 
of 
bone and 


g ran ular tuberculosis and I expect it 
to be w id ely used w ith in 
the next 
few years for 
im m unication. 
From 
being a skeptic I have become hope­ 
ful that tim e, the only infallible test, 
w ill 
show that the 
Carm an savant 
has produced a real 
cure 
for 
the 
w orld's 
greatest 
scourge— tubercu­ 
losis. 
W h a te v e r 
shortcom ings 
Dr. 
Friedm ann m ay 
have, 
he is not a 
faker. 
He 
personally 
is certain 
he 
has a cure. 
U ltim a te ly a 
cure for 
tuberculosis 
is certain . 
Dr. 
F rie d ­ 
mann savs he has it. 
I am Inclined 
after seeinq his results to accept his 
statem ent until 
it is disproved. 
My first interview with Dr. Fried­ 
m ann was not reassuring. 
He was 
suspicious, resentful 
of 
too 
close 
questioning and resentful of any a t­ 
tem pt to draw him into a scientific 
discussion oi his 
discovery 
or his 
methods. 
I attended his first clinic. 
The country already 
knows of the 
storm of criticism resulting from that 
initial 
dem onstration. 
Like 
every 
other Am erican physician, I was stun ­ 
ned b y the G erm an ’s utter disregard 
of even the 
elem ental 
distates 
of 
aseptic surgery. 
His aw kw ard use 
of a none too carefully sterilized hy­ 
podermic, his 
painful 
nervousness 
and apparent lack of technique n a t­ 
urally heightened 
the suspicions of 
the medical fraternity. 
T he 
new s­ 
papers w ere loud in their 
criticism. 
Save that he was less nervous, there 
was little improvem ent in the visitor's 
work at the second clinic; b ut at the 
third dem onstration there was notice­ 
ab le im provem ent, and at each suc­ 
ceeding clinic Dr. Friedm ann's 
use 
of the needle and his preservation of 
aseptic conditions has b een 
b eyond 
criticism.
